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100  Beacon  Street 
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100  Beacon  is  the  smallest  hall  on 
campus,  able  to  house  about  82  resi- 
dents consisting  of  graduate  and  non- 
traditional  students.  There  is  a com- 
puter center  on  the  first  floor  which 
any  student  can  use. 

Besides  the  residents,  there  are  a 
number  of  offices  on  the  first  five 
floors.

In  the  previous  years,  the  basement 
of  100  Beacon  was  the  Emerson  Col- 
lege bookstore  which  has  moved  to 
the  basement  of  143  Beacon.  The 
printshop  now  occupies  the  book- 
store spot,  neighboring  the  mailroom.
